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Wirs refpect to Germany, the counties of Hefle and Hanover, 
belonging to our allies, whom we undertook to protedt, are defo- 
lated in fuch a manner by the ravages of war, that the people are 
ftarving by whole families, with cold and hunger, and he muft have 
a hard heart indeed, who can travel at prefent without emotion, thro’ 
the ruined fields and villages of Weftphalia, where he is encoun- 
tered every hour by the miferable monuments of famine, feeble 
old men, helplefs women, and naked children, imploring cha- 
rity, crying Brodt! Brodt! Bread! Bread! and perifhing under 
his eye for want of food and raiment. 

Ir were a Godlike office in our legiflature, to take compaffion 
upon thofe poor objects, who have been reduced to this diftrefs by 
their connexion with Great Britain. It would become that hu- 
mane community, the public of England, which cloathed and 
cherifhed even their enemies, languifhing in captivity, to extend 
the fame benevolence and generofity to our friends and fellow- 
fubjects of Hefle and Hanover, expofed to every {pecies of indi- 
gence and diftrefs, and even deftitute of habitation, in an exhautt- 
ed country, and a rigorous climate, during all the horrors of a fe- 
vere winter.

SIR, 


W HILE I read in the public papers, that four or five men 
are all that remain of one of the Highland battalions, 
which has been expended in the fervice of the war abroad, I 
cannot, without a fecret fatisfaction, acknowledge the juflice of a 
reproach thrown upon the Scots in general, that they come abroad 
in fhoals, but never return to their own country. To atrue-born 
Englifhman, who knows in what manner thefe interlopers {warm 
among us, it muft be fome comfort to reflect, that above thirty 
thoufand of thefe vagabonds have perifhed in the land-fervice of 
this kingdom fince the beginning of the war, exclufive of the con- 
fumption of them on board the navy, privateers, and merchant- 

fhips, 
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fhips, which may amount to very near the fame number, and that 
every one of thofe, filled up the place of an Englith fubjeét, fo we 
may fairly infer, that the valuable lives of threefcore thoufand En- 
glifhmen have been faved by the ufe of thofe vermin. 

Ir there had been no other reafon for protra¢ting the war, I 
fhould have given my voice for a continuation of hoftilities, in 
hopes they might have been the means of extirpating this perni- 
cious race, whofe former animofity, according to a certain infal- 
lible political fage, was a thorn in our fides, and whole prefent 
friendfhip is an intolerable plague to this nation: It was not with- 
out indignation, that I lately heard a perfon who calls himéfelf an 
Englifhman, undertake in public the defence of thofe northern 
caterpillars, who, with all their boafted fhrewdnefs, have not had 
the effrontery to open their own lips, in anfwer to all the crimes 
which have been laid to their charge. 

pfeudo-Englifhman affirmed, it was a maxim univerially 
_eftablifhed, that an acceffion of people, was an addition of wealth 

to every country not already over-ftocked, provided thofe people 
brought health and induftry along-with them; that as population 
had been for many years decreafing in England, and the war occa- 
fioned an. extraordinary .expence of men, we were obliged to the 
Scotch for leaving their own country to fettle among us; that all 
the world allowed them to be generally fenfible, induftrious and 
fober; that the magiftrates of this metropolis would bear witnefs, 
they were infinitely lefs concerned in felonies, riots, and breaches 
of order, than any other fubjects of his majetty; therefore, they 
were peculiarly adapted for the.purpofes of fociety and commerce : 
that the money they earned was {pent in the kingdom where they 
fettled; and that the children which they procreated were na- 
tives of England, and Englifhmen to all intents and purpofes, con- 
iequently nothing could be more abfurd, than to charge it asa 
crime upon them, that they never returned to their own country. 
He faid, if this was true in fact, they ought to be encouraged for 
that very purpofe; for, if it was criminal at all, it argued a want 
of affection for their natale folum; an inference which could not 
poflibly be reconciled with another reproach they lie under, that 
of hanging together in the moft partial manner, and affilting one 
another in all the occurrences of life, He aflerted therefore, that 
thefe two articles of impeachment were contradictory , that one of 
them mutt needs be falfe; and that both were ridiculous. Nay, 
this advocate for the Scots, was tranfported to fuch a degree of 
zeal in their favour, as to infift, that granting they acquired for- 
tunes in England, and conveyed their wealth to their own coun- 


try, that wealth contributed as much tothe advantage of the na- © 


tion in general, as if the circulation of it had been confined with- 
in the boundaries of South Britain. ‘ The money (faid he) 
« which circulates in the remoteft parts of Scotland, can no more 


“ ftagnate there, than the blood which flows from the heart, - 
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& be detained in the extremities of the animal machine. It returns 
“ immediately in a thoufand refluent {treams. to the center of 
« trade, which every body knows muft be the center of South 
“ Britain, in as much as the ballance of traffic, between the two 
“ united kingdoms, is always greatly in’ favour of England, from 
« whence the Scots import all their luxuries, and many of the con- 
“ veniencies of life.” He afked, “‘ where we thought the noble- 
men, gentlemen, and adventurers of North Britain, who attended 
the parliament, or follicited preferment, {pent their eftates and 
money? where, but in London? Where, faid he, does the whole 
Scotch nation purchafe their tea and’ coffee, their porcelain, fpices, 
and other Eaft Indian commodities; their filks, brocades, and gold 
and filver lace, their broad-cloth, hats, toys, and hard-ware ; their 
houfhold-furniture, chairs, tables, mirrors, cabinets, bureaus, car- 
pets, ftoves, and plate? Where, but in London, and other parts 
of South Britain? Thefe were the'vitals which this circulation con- 
tinually revifited with a perpetual motion; and it was as palpable . 
a contradiction to common fenfe, to advance, that a temporary 
transfer of money from this kingdom to Seotland, can in any fhape 
diminifh the wealth of England, as it would be to affirm, that the 
ocean is impoverifhéd by the fun’s exhaling from it thofe vapours, 
which are fo faithfully refunded to it, by every river and ftream 
that waters the furface of the earth.” He added, * that the Scots 
were our fellow-fubjeéts, and fellow-proteftants, who ufed' the 
fame language which we fpeak, who obey the fame laws by which 
we are governed, who being furrounded by the fame common 
barrier, feem defigned by nature to be the fame people with the 
Englith; who are rendered fuch by’the conftitution of Great Bri- 
tain, which knows no difference between an Englifhman and a 
Scotchman; and who cannot be disjoined from our community, 
without endangering, if not the immediate diffolution of the 
whole, at leaft the feparate exiftence of each people. He con- 
cluded, that thofe who endeavoured to excite animofities between 
the Southern and Northern inhabitants of this ifland, to efta- 
blifh a belief, that the Scots, as a people, could have any intereft 
diftinét from the Englifh, or to induce the public to difcourage the 
natives of North Britain to fettle among us; were either fecret ene- 
nies to their own country, or grofsly ignorant of her true inte- 
re{t, and even unacquainted with the firit principles of fociety, 

commerce, and population.” A 
Sucu were the doétrines broached by this degenerate En- 
glifhman, in a public coffee-houfe, where, 1 am forry to fay it, 
he was heard with too much attention. For my own part, I 
fhrugged up my fhoulders in filence, and could not help reflecting 
upon thit paragraph lately tranfcribed from an Evening Paper, by 
that worthy and candid compiler of the Gazetteer, who hath ‘con- 
ducted 
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ducted himfelf with fuch moderation and impartiality in our late 
political difputes: I mean the paragraph relating to a fuppofed 
Scotchman, who frequents a certain coffee-houfe, and is fuppofed 
to purloin all the papers that contain ftritures upon his country- 
man who prefides at the T—-y B—d. If that nobleman (as the 
news-monger fagacioufly remarks) is capable of ftooping fo low, 
as to countenance fuch doings, Ido not wonder that he fhould 
employ emiffaries to harrangue in public places, in favour of his 
countrymen, who, like rats, have over-run the whole nation, 
and flily crept into the beft offices of the church, the law, the 
{tate, the army, and the navy. When I faid /2/y, 1 might have 
faid by the force of fafcination; for, notwithftanding all that their 
panegyrift could urge in their behalf, I will venture to affert, that 
it is not to their merit, they are indebted for the good things they 
enjoy. 

As for their boafted fobriety, it is owing to their fervile difpofi- 
tion, and the parfimonious manner in which they are brought 
up. They never eat a meal of good victuals, nor drank a chear- 
ful glafs in their own country, confequently their blood is poor, 
and they have no idea of elevation: they have not {pirit enough 
to be infolent to their fuperiors ; nor courage fufficient to run the 
rifk of hanging ; but they inherit alow cunning, that teaches 
them to keep on the lee-fide of the law, and to rife in their fe- 
veral ftations, toa fort of eminence and refpect. The fame le- 
gerdemain they have practifed for feveral hundred years in other 
countries of Europe, in France, Spain, Italy, Holland, Swe- 
den, and Ruffia; nay, one of our own travellers declares, that 
even in Afia, there is hardly a kingdom, flate, or city, where 
you do not find a Scotchman in fome eminent {tation. 

Tuts being the cafe, will any man tell me itis for the advan- 
tage of this kingdom, that fuch dangerous interlopers fhould be 
encouraged to fettle among us? I am credibly informed, that 
fifty thoufand Scots have wriggled themfelves within the bills of 
mortality; that above twice that number have taken root in our 
different plantations, factories, and fettlements abroad ; that our 
army cannot be recruited, nor our navy manned, nor our manu- 
factures proceed, nor our navigation be carried on, without em- 
ploying that generation cf vipers. Who is fo deaf, but he can 
hear this ftorm fing in the wind? 

I witx give my vote for naturalizing the Jews, the Turks, 
and the Gentiles; for inviting over the Corfairs of Barbary, the 
Hottentots of Afric, or the Anthropophagi that one another do eat ; 
but, I would keep the Scots, as I would keep the Devil, at afm’s- 


length; and if I thought any North Britain would ever either

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mingle with my blood, or touch a penny of my fubftance, I 
would immediately hang myfelf like a free-born Englifhman, with
